Henry's book is the most interesting and fascinating herbal 
printed in post-colonial America. The book was self-published 
and subscribers (appx. 60) were not many. The handful of 
copies that exist in institutional collections are for the most part 
defective. Each of the 157 plants that Henry discusses is 
illustrated with what appear to be his own woodcuts. The 
illustration is followed by a brief physical description of the 
plant and its habitat. Henry concentrates on listing the medical 
uses (‘virtues’) of each plant and providing detailed instructions 
on its preparation for use and application to specific ailments. 
He states in the introduction that he had been a captive of the 
Indians during the Creek War and has incorporated what he 
learned during his captivity in the text. There is a separate 
appendix to the text containing many, '... choice medical 
secrets, never made known to the world before.' In addition, 
there are two short essays, the first on the virtues of different 
plant essences and the second offers the author's insights into 
the 'Collections and Preservation of Simples '. Altogether a 
fascinating, rare, and desirable book. Austin #902; Oak Spring,

Copeland served in Spain and returned to England to an 
appointment as surgeon at the Westminster General Disp.. He 
wrote an important book on rectal surgery and was 
responsible for the development of a new instrument for the 
removal of the septum narium. The book offered here is a 
remarkable supplement to Pott's treatise on the topic. It is 
Copeland's object to diagnose the ailment in its earliest 
stages, before disease of the bone and paralysis, and 
therefore try and avoid the worst consequences. Copeland is 
aware of the limited understanding of the disease and proffers 
his book as means to alert the physicians about what might be 
done. He has gone through the medical literature and 
periodical articles of other physicians to supplement his own 
observations on the earliest stages of the disease. DNB IV,

He was the first to advise paracentesis 
in acute middle ear supparation. An important book and early 
American color plate production. The book utilizes an 
American made paper of a particular kind that naturally 
darkens over the years. This is specific to the paper stock and 
is notable in a number of books printed in Philadelphia in these 
years.

An attractive diploma, enhanced by Seymour's large, 
accomplished, and original engraved view of the Pennsylvania 
Hospital building done in 1811. Seymour worked with WR 
Birch in producing his famous illustrated book, The City of 
Philadelphia .... ("Birch's Views") but is best remembered for 
his pioneering work, along with Titian Peale, as official artist of 
the Long Expedition to the Missouri River in 1819 and the 
Platte River in 1820. Seymour was tasked to "... furnish 
sketches of landscapes, whenever we meet with any 
distinguished for their beauty or grandeur... [and] to paint 
miniature likenesses, or portraits if required, of distinguished 
Indians, and exhibit groups of savages engaged in celebrating 
their festivals, or sitting in council, and in general illustrate any 
subject, that may be deemed appropriate to his art." The result 
was a Series of iconic watercolors and paintings of Native 
Americans and the West. It is worth noting that the view of the 


hospital offered here was not part of Birch's original book. It is 
a separate rendering by Seymour (the book does contain an 
awkward, muted view of the landmark building). See Ewers,
